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Stately church sans clutter 

It is impossible to take a photo like this of the United Methodist Church at the 
intersection of Main and Prestonsburg streets.

Moratorium 
could affect 
projects here 

Democrat Sen. Robert Byrd of West 
Virginia is the new chairman of the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee. Byrd and 
his counterpart in the House have de- 
clared a moratorium on earmarks con- 
tained in a number of leftover spending 
bills that the GOP- led Congress failed 
to pass last year. 

It remains to be seen how long that 
will last since Sen. Byrd is known as the 
“king of pork” for the multitude of fed- 
eral spending projects he funnels to his 
state through earmarking, a secretive 
vote-trading process and a stock in trade 
for legislators at all levels of govern- 
ment, in which projects are often tacked 
onto spending bills at the last minute and 
with no debate. 

Until the process is made more trans- 
parent and accountable, there will be no 
earmark projects for the next budget year 
either, say the Democrats, who now con- 
trol the Congress. 

Reformers acknowledge that ear- 
marks, long a common practice, often 
fund useful and needed projects, but say 
they have gotten far out of hand, with 
the number of earmarked projects in 
2005 totaling 15,818 at a cost to the fed- 
eral treasury of $40.8 billion. 

Among the earmarked projects that 
could be affected by the moratorium in 
Kentucky are two in Morgan County. 
Mayor Robert Nickell said last week he 
is concerned that federal funding being 
counted on by the city to extend sewer 
lines to serve the new Morgan Central 
Elementary School at Greear could be 
delayed or lost. The city has been work- 
ing with Congressman Hal Rogers on 
this project. 

And Judge Executive Tim Conley 
also is counting on federal funds to help 
with construction of a downtown park- 
ing structure on Main Street. Conley has 
worked closely with U.S. Senator Mitch 
McConnell’s office to secure funds for 
this project, which is planned as an in- 
tegral part of of a long-range improve- 
ment plan that includes the construction 
of a new judicial building (which will 
be built with state funds). 

The moratorium on earmarks serves 
two purposes for the Democrats in Con- 
gress. At a time of high deficits, it can 
help divert spending to more popular 
items on the Democrat agenda and it 
adds credibility to their pre-election 
pledge of fiscal responsibility. 

President Bush also is stressing fis- 
cal responsibility. In a recent op-ed ar- 
ticle in the Wall Street Journal, Mr. Bush 
offered his own proposal for restraining 
Congressional earmarking. He wants 
members of Congress to to disclose the 
sponsor, the cost, the beneficiary, and the 
justification for each earmark. This, he 
believes would cut down substantially 
on “pork-barrel projects” that don’t meet 
muster.

Says blue mold in 
state in 2006 linked 
to Fla. ‘mini-plugs’ 

The Council for Burley Tobacco is 
urging tobacco growers not to use “mini- 
plugs” from Florida to plant this year’s 
burley crop. 

“It has been well documented that the 
2006 Kentucky blue mold epidemic was 
directly linked to ‘mini-plugs’ brought 
into Kentucky from Florida,” said Dean 
M. Wallace, the council’s Executive Di- 
rector. 

“This was the third year in a row that 
blue mold was reported first in Kentucky 
before any of the other burley produc- 
ing state,” Wallace said. 

“With blue mold being reported first 
in Kentucky strongly suggests that for 
the past three year years, blue mold was 
introduced into Kentucky from ‘mini- 
plugs’ or plants from Florida and not 
from wind blown spores,” Wallace said. 

It is estimated that the 2006 blue mold 
epidemic cost Kentucky farmers at least 
$7.3 million dollars in lost production 
and/or in increased chemical costs to 
combat the disease, Wallace said. 

“Less than 1% of our tobacco plants 
were imported from Florida but that 1 % 
put 100% of our growers at risk,” 
Wallace said.

blue mold into Kentucky on tobacco 
plants from Florida.” 

Wallace urges growers needing to 
purchase ‘mini-plugs’ or plants to con- 
tact their county Extension Agents to 
find out where to buy Kentucky-grown 
plants. 

Last year, growers in Morgan and 
Magoffin counties were the first in the 
state to report blue mold. Five infected 
crops were reported May 23 in Magoffin 
County and 14 infected plant beds were 
confirmed in Morgan on May 25. 

Shipments of plants arriving in Ken- 
tucky last year during the second or third 
week of April appeared to be those that 
were contaminated, according to the 
burley council.

What To Do With Great 
Aunt Millie’s Check? 

Spend It Wisely

The General Assembly came 
to the Capitol last week, elected 
its leadership, organized commit- 
tees and promptly went home for 
a month. 

Not a bad week’s work. 

When legislators return Feb. 6, 
however, there will be plenty of 
work ahead of them. Some of it 
will be easy - what Kentuckian 
can be against outlawing the 
slaughter of horses in the com- 
monwealth? Of course, there are 
no horse slaughterhouses in the 
commonwealth anyway, but facts 
do not necessarily get in the way 
of new legislation. 

And some of the General 
Assembly’s work will be difficult. 
There is some extra money in the 
treasury, and legislators will be 
under pressure from every direc- 
tion to spend that money in one 
way or another. 

At least so far, sentiment 
among controlling house Demo- 
crats and senate Republicans ap- 
pears to be that the extra money 
be spent conservatively and 
wisely. 

We will wait and see whether 
that holds true when lawmakers 
adjourn and go home. 

The amount of extra money 
being bandied about is $279 mil- 
lion, and there are any number of 
things the General Assembly can 
do with it. 

Think of the situation like this: 
out of the blue, Great Aunt Millie 
sent you a generous check for 
Christmas. It is money you did 
not expect or budget for. You can 
go out and buy that flat- screen 
digital television you want so 
much or take the family to Ha- 
waii for a week in the sun. 

But you have credit card bills 
for the holidays due soon. You 
have been putting off new gutters 
on the house. You need to pay 
down debt to increase your credit 
score in case you decide to refi- 
nance the mortgage or buy a new 
car. You have also been negligent 
in contributing to the kids’ college 
fund. 

So Great Aunt Mille’s money 
also can be used in highly respon- 
sible ways as opposed to Hawaii 
in February. Technically, it is a 
surplus of funds, but in reality it 
is a way of meeting other finan- 
cial obligations that are hanging 
over you. 

That is essentially the argu- 
ment being made by some legis- 
lators, including state Sen. Julian 



Carroll, D-Frankfort, who crafted 
two state budgets during his term 
as governor. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher has been 
going around the state holding 
public forums (and campaigning 
for re-election) on how beset to 
spend the $279 million. To their 
credit, people are not opting for a 
week on the beach, and so far leg- 
islators are not going that route 
either. 

The financial obligations 
hanging over the General Assem- 
bly involve key university build- 
ings included in the budget passed 
last year and vetoed by Fletcher. 
There are untold billions of dol- 
lars in unfunded liabilities in the 
retirement programs for state 
employees and teachers. The 
state’s emergency fund is not as 
large as it probably should be. 
Teachers are expecting a substan- 
tial raise promised them last year, 
and state employees will want the 
5 percent salary increase prom- 
ised them by statute. 

Every area of education fund- 
ing - preschool through grad 
school - has been under funded 
for the last three state budgets and 
even the entire $279 million 
would not come close to meeting 
all those demands. 

So the extra money, the “sur- 
plus,” is a pittance when you look 
at all the many areas in which it 
would be wise and prudent to in- 
vest it. 

Complicating matters is that 
the General Assembly will be in 
session through a good part of the 
gubernatorial primary campaigns. 
Democrats are not going to do 
anything to help Fletcher. Many 
Republicans, including Senate 
President David Williams, do not 
think Fletcher can be re-elected. 
And apparently a lot of GOP fi- 
nancial supporters are of the same 
opinion. 

Fletcher’s re-election cam- 
paign reported collecting 
$555,000 to $600,000 in contri- 
butions the last three months of 
2006. Fletcher’s only opponent 
for the nomination, Paducah busi- 
nessman Billy Harper, spent four 
times that much out of his own 
pocket in the same period. 

Fletcher ought to have a 
couple million sitting the bank 
and more pouring in everyday. 
And it is doubtful the General 
Assembly is going to allow him 
to use the $279 million “surplus” 
to promote himself into re-nomi- 
nation and a second term in of- 
fice.

BULLYING 

COMPLAINT 

To the Editor: 



My daughter, Destiney Taylor 
has attended East Valley Elemen- 
tary since kindergarten. For well 
over two years, Destiney has been 
bullied by the same girl. I have 
done nothing but complain to the 
principal. He has not punished 
this girl for the bullying or harass- 
ment. 

The bullying has been terrible 
for Destiney. One example is that 
October of 2005, the girl held my 
daughter down on the after school 
bus while a boy beat her. We 
knew instantly that something 
was wrong when she got off the 
bus. We took pictures that 
evening showing all the marks. 
The next day, we took pictures of 
the bruises that had developed 
from the incident. We went to 
East Valley the next day and 
talked to the principal. He said the 
bus driver told him the boy “only 
slapped” her and he had talked to 
the boy. After looking at the pic- 
tures we had taken, he told us the 
boy would no longer be allowed 
to ride the extended bus (still not 
disciplining the girl). A couple 
days later, we found out that he 
had put the boy on another bus. 
No one was punished over that 
incident either. 

On Wednesday, Dec. 13, 
Destiney had gotten off the school 
bus crying hysterically. Appar- 
ently, because of my daughter’s 
speech problem, she had been 
subjected to malicious remarks. 
They told Destiney the reason she 
talks the way that she does is “be- 
cause her mom dropped her on 
her head.” The following day, I 
tried to talk to the principal but 
he refused to discuss it. We tried 
to call the superintendent of 
schools on Friday but could not 
reach him. On Monday, we called 
the superintendent and he said 
that he would talk to the princi- 
pal and call us back immediately. 
He has still never called us back.

Destiney ’s dad and I went to East 
Valley that morning and took her 
out of school. Destiney is now 
being home schooled. 

We called Frankfort and spoke 
to a lady who had told us that the 
school system had to follow the 
rules in the “code of acceptable 
behavior.” The code states that 
bullying and malicious remarks 
are a level 2 (serious behavior). 
There has never been one incident 
report filled out. In the “code of 
acceptable behavior,” it states that 
bullying would result in suspen- 
sion, expulsion, or referral for 
counseling. Instead, they have let 
this girl think it is OK to bully my 
child. They have tried to make it 
out to be Destiney ’s fault, even 
though we have proof. This girl 
is in the fifth grade while 
Destiney is in the fourth. I have 
complained for over two years 
about the bullying and harass- 
ment. The bully has not been rep- 
rimanded, but he has gone so far 
as to suspend Destiney for talk- 
ing. 

I know there are other children 
being bullied at East Valley be- 
cause parents have told me. Noth- 
ing will be done about it unless 
all the parents speak up. It is not 
OK for your child to go to school 
in fear. Not because I said so, be- 
cause the lady in Frankfort said 
so.

the local board. 

In an interview following the 
meeting, Supt. Joe Dan Gold ac- 
knowledged Underwood’s point, 
but quoted an advisory to the 
board from the Department of 
Education pointing out that a de- 
cision to alter its plans “could 
raise accountability issues for the 
board.” 

Pelfrey said that the school’s 
staff and faculty would prefer that 
the school remain open until the 
planned new facility is complete. 
She also noted that by delaying 
the move of Wrigley students to 
West Liberty Elementary next 
fall, as planned, an overcrowding 
situation that would require the 
use of temporary trailer class- 
rooms until the new school is 
opened could be avoided — a pe- 
riod expected to be about two to 
three years. 

Supt. Gold agreed that the in- 
flux of students likely would re- 
sult in some overcrowding at 
West Liberty Elementary, but he 
said the trailers will not have to 
be used for regular classes, but 
would be used for extra programs 
such as music, etc. And that, he 
said, would be only until the pro- 
posed new school is built north 
of West Liberty. 

The board’s plan, beginning 
with the 2007-2008 school year, 
is to send a portion of students 
from the Cannel City school dis- 
trict who now attend West Lib- 
erty Elementary to the new Mor- 
gan County Central Elementary 
School, now under construction 
at Greear, and transferring all 
Wrigley Elementary students to 
the school at West Liberty. 

Supt. Gold said that means that 
next fall, West Liberty Elemen- 
tary would have about 240 stu- 
dents and Morgan County Cen- 
tral Elementary would have about 
250 students. 

The board also moved ahead 
with plans to acquire a site for a 
new elementary school to replace 
the present WPA-built Wrigley 
Elementary. After going into ex- 
ecutive session to discuss land 
acquisition, the board returned to 
open session and authorized Supt. 
Gold to acknowledge receipt of 
appraisals on two prospective 
sites located on the new sector of 
Ky. 7 and to arrange for an ap- 
praisal on a third prospective site 
located off Ky. 7 on Ky. 519. 

The board received an update 
on the new Central Elementary 
School at Greear. Installation of 
all windows and doors is expected 
to be completed by the end of this 
month, allowing interior work to 
begin. 

Two board members elected at 
the November election were 
sworn into office prior to the busi- 
ness meeting. They were Jim 
Nunnery and Marshall Jenkins. 
Patty Hutchinson, who also was 
elected in November, was sworn 
in earlier.

“Walden says the problem is 
that seniors get Medicare cover- 
age through private insurance 
companies, which in turn, have 
lowered the fees and reimburse- 
ments they pay him.” 

Walden is resisting chain phar- 
macies’ offers to buy his store, but 
Andrews lists several that have 
gone out of business: “Gone this 
year is the old Taylor Drug Store 
in tiny Granville, Ohio. There is 
no more Centennial Merit Drugs 
in Monte Vista, Colo. When 
Randy Spainhour closed down 
Penslow’s pharmacy in Holly 
Ridge, N.C., he mailed his license 
back blaming, the Tow reim- 
bursement of Medicare’ .” 

A survey conducted by last 
summer by the Kentucky Institute 
for Rural Journalism’s Rural Blog 
of more than 500 community 
pharmacists revealed that nearly 
nine out of 10 (89 percent) are 
getting less money and a third are 
considering shutting down since 
Part D started Jan. 1, 2006. 

“The survey found that more 
than half (55 percent) of respon- 
dents said they have had to ob- 
tain outside loans or financing to 
supplement their pharmacy’s cash 
flow because of slow reimburse- 
ment by health care plans,” ac- 
cording to the National Commu- 
nity Pharmacists Association. 

A May 8 item in The Rural 
Blog referenced a study that 
shows rural residents are paying 
more for drugs than urbanites un- 
der Medicare Part D prescription 
drug plan. The study by the Cen- 
ter for Rural Health Policy Analy- 
sis of the Rural Policy Research 
Institute reported that average 
monthly premiums for Medicare 
Advantage prescription drug 
plans vary from $6 in urban New 
Hampshire to $53 in rural Hawaii.

Red neck in the city 
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Kels Nickell opts for life on the Plains 

At age 26, Morgan native had seen more tragedy and adventure than most people 
experience in a lifetime; Range wars would bring more tragedy - Part 4 of a series 




Kels and Mary Mahoney Nickell

When Kels Nickell arrived at 
Camp Kearney, Nebraska, in 
1875 he had already decided he 
would remain in the West after his 
discharge date came around in 

1880. As he served on expeditions 
in Wyoming Territory during his 
five year enlistment he continu- 
ally looked for a good location to 
begin a homestead and ranching 
operation. While on one patrol he 
discovered a fine piece of land on 
Chugwater Creek near Iron 
Mountain north of Cheyenne, the 
territorial capital of Wyoming. 
The land was thick with grass and 
had a stream running through it. 
At the time Wyoming was 
sparsely settled by whites and 
looked much as it had for centu- 
ries. The Plains Indians lived in 
and roamed the vast expanses 
hunting bison and warring with 
other tribes. The Arapaho, 
Arikara, Cheyenne, Crows, 
Kiowa, Nez Perce, Shoshone, 
Ute, Sioux and other tribes had 
called the Plains home for centu- 
ries. The name Wyoming, 
“mscheweamiing” came from the 
Dakota language. It also was 
translated as “at the big flats or 
large plains.” After being dis- 
charged from the service Kels 
opened a blacksmith shop at 
Camp Carlin, near Cheyenne. He 
kept busy repairing wagons, bug- 
gies and farm equipment, being 
as handy at the work as his father 
had been. He was making far 
more money than the meager pay 
he earned as a private in the cav- 
alry. 

While running his business he 
met Mary Mahoney, age 16. She 
was an Irish immigrant from Cork 
County, Ireland. Her parents, 
Patrick and Susan Duke 
Mahoney, had come west in the 
late 1860’s and her dad worked 
as a railway foreman. Kels and 
Mary were married December 27, 

188 1, in Cheyenne. Two children, 
Julia and Kels Patrick, were born 
while they lived at Cheyenne. 
Kels homesteaded the land near 
Iron Mountain and took posses- 
sion in 1885. He filed for 480 
more acres of government land 
and bought it for $1.25 an acre. 
He built a six room log house with 
running water piped in from the 
nearby creek. A barn and out 
buildings were built and the land 



enclosed with a barbed wire 
fence, which did not set well with 
the cattle ranchers in the area. 
Kels began his ranching business 
with a few cows and one bull but 
by the mid 1890’s his herd num- 
bered over 1,000. During the 
summer months ranchers let their 
cattle graze on the open range but 
feed had to be stocked for the 
harsh winters. He usually put up 
enough feed to last his herd 
through the winter without need- 
ing to buy more. He became re- 
spected and known to be “well 
off’ by his neighbors. Kels and 
Mary had more children during 
the first few years at Iron Moun- 
tain, William Willie), Katherine, 
Alfred (Fred), Beatrix, Margaret, 
Ida McKinley and Hiram Harlan. 

Kels had been born into a Prot- 
estant home and his mother hoped 
that he would become a minister 
of the Campbellite Movement. 
Kels’ uncle, Isaac Newton 
Nickell, donated land for the first 
church in Morgan County at 
White Oak. The White Oak 
Christian Church was founded by 



Isaac’s nephew, “Preacher” Joe 
Nickell. Evidently Priscilla was 
in favor of the movement started 
by Alexander Campbell of 
Bethany, Virginia, and became a 
member of the White Oak Chris- 
tian Church. Her name is listed 
in the old membership book at the 
church. It is not known if Kels 
ever became a member of any 
denomination but he was known 
to conduct his business in an hon- 
est manner and expected no less 
from others. At the same time he 
was known to fear no man and 
would stand up for what he be- 
lieved was right. The Nickells had 
neighbors living one mile to the 
north, the Jim Miller family. They 
got along well at first and together 
built the Nickell-Miller School 
halfway between their ranches. 
Jim Miller ran a sawmill and had 
a small herd of cattle. They later 
fell out and became bitter en- 
emies. They carried guns and 
threatened each other but the 
trouble went no further for 
awhile. 

Cattle rustling became a ma-

jor problem in the area and was 
costing the ranchers thousands of 
dollars in lost profits. They 
banded together and decided to 
end the problem once and for all. 
Hired gunmen from Texas were 
brought in to take care of the 
problem by killing or driving off 
the rustlers. The resulting 
shootings and killings between 
the two factions became known 
as the Johnson County (Wyo- 
ming) War. Two suspected rus- 
tlers were killed near Kaycee and 
the public began to question the 
cattlemen’s methods. The hired 
guns were surrounded and cap- 
tured at one of the ranches by 
some citizens and turned over to 
the army. The U.S. Marshall ap- 
pointed a special deputy, Tom 
Horn, to investigate the deaths. 
He became an employee of the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency in 
1890 and worked under the alias 
Thomas Hale. He was born in 
Missouri in 1860 and lived with 
his family until 1873. He tired of 
an abusive father and headed west 
to Arizona. His parents were 
Campbellites as were Kels’ but he 
never took an active part in 
church services. He became a 
packer for the army and became 
fluent in Spanish. He was along 
on the expedition against and cap- 
ture of the Apache chief, 
Geronimo in 1885-86. He was 
instrumental in persuading him to 
surrender and was known as 
“Talking Boy” by Geronimo. 

While investigating a train 
robbery in Wyoming for the 
Pinkerton Agency he became ac- 
quainted with some of the large 
cattle ranchers in the Iron Moun- 
tain area. He was aware of the 
trouble between them and the 
homesteaders and the loss of 
cattle to rustlers. He settled in the 
small town Chugwater a few 
miles north of Kels Nickell’s 
ranch. Horn would later play an 
important part in Kels Nickell’s 
family and future. The rustling 
continued as courts and judges 
were sympathetic mostly because 
of political concerns. Even the 
governor, W. A. Richards, was 
losing cattle from his Bighorn 
County ranch. Trouble also devel- 
oped between the small ranchers 
with fences and large ranchers 
who depended on the open range 
to feed their herds. The patience 
of the cattlemen had worn thin by 

1895 but no solution was in sight. 
The governor had heard of Tom 
Horn and requested a meeting 
with him. Horn guaranteed that he 
could rid Wyoming of rustlers 
saying, “When everything else 
fails, I have a system that never 
does.” He asked for $300 to buy 
two horses and equipment and 
$5,000 when the job was finished. 
If not successful he would accept 
no pay. The governor wanted no 
part of Horn’s solution. At first it 
was also turned down by the 
Cattlemen’s Association and the 
rustling continued. Later, Horn 
met with a few cattlemen at the 
ranch of John Coble and began a 
career as a “stock detective” with 
the Swan Land & Cattle Com- 
pany. It was a conglomeration of 
large ranches controlling 500,000 
acres of land, mostly in Wyoming 
and Montana. His job was to rid 
the range of rustlers. Later that 
year, two suspected rustlers were 
found shot to death. Coble ranged 
his cattle as far east as Kels’ prop- 
erty and they had problems for 
years over the use of some of the 
land. In 1890, Coble and his ranch 
manager had come to Kels’ gate 
and called him out. Words were 
exchanged, a scuffle took place 
and Coble ended up being cut 
twice with a knife. He pressed 
charges against Kels in Laramie 
County but the grand jury decided 
the charges were unwarranted and 
dismissed the case. 

Tom Horn left Wyoming in 

1896 to work for the army again 
in southwest Arizona. He helped 



kill or capture several members 
of Geronimo ’s band that had not 
surrendered. In 1898, he was 
hired by the army as a mule 
packer for the expedition to Cuba 
during the Spanish-American 
War. While in Cuba, he con- 
tracted yellow fever and was dis- 
charged September 6, 1898. He 
returned to Wyoming and lived at 
John Coble’s ranch near Iron 
Mountain while recuperating. He 
was hired again to work on the 
rustling problem and resumed his 
duties as a stock detective. 

Kels was always ready to try 
new ideas even when they were 
not popular with his neighbors. In 
1895 he began planning to bring 
sheep to his ranch. At that time 
the mention of sheep in cattle 
country usually ended in a fight 
or killing. He believed that both 
cattle and sheep could co-exist on 
the same range and many ranch- 
ers did so in later years. In 1890’s 
Wyoming it was the same as 
pouring kerosene on a fire. He 
finally made his decision in 1898 
and took most of his cattle by 
train to Omaha and sold them. 
After selling the cattle, he trav- 
eled back to Morgan County for 
a reunion with his family. He vis- 
ited with his brother, James 
Harlan and wife America (Davis) 
Nickell, at Helechawa. After the 
visit, Kels returned to Omaha and 
bought 1,000 sheep and several 
rams. He traveled with them by 
rail to Iron Mountain and was met 
by Kels Patrick, Willie, a sheep 
herder and two sheep dogs. They 
drove the sheep through town and 
to their ranch a few miles from 
town. The introduction of sheep 
caused resentment from the 
cattlemen but no serious incidents 
were recorded during the first 
three years. Kels and Mary trav- 
eled to Kentucky again and took 
Kels Patrick and Julia with them. 
They left the other children with 
Mary’s brother, William 
Mahoney. Kels Jr. and Julia were 
enrolled in Hazel Green Acad- 
emy, founded in 1880. After a 
brief visit with family members, 
Kels and Mary returned home to 
find the ranch in good order. They 
eagerly awaited a promised visit 
from James Harlan and America 
planned for the next summer — 
1901. 

(Legend has it that Hazel 
Green was named when some of 
the first settlers arrived in late fall 



in the 1800’s. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Stewart said that her dad was one 
of the founders. They saw a pro- 
fusion of “very green” hazel 
bushes and decided upon that as 
a name. This may not be the case 
but just as well could be. At the 
time Kels Patrick Nickell Jr. and 
Julia enrolled at the Academy (ca. 
1898) the village of Hazel Green 
was the junction of four roads, 
Campton Road, Mt. Sterling 
Road, West Liberty Road and 
Helechawa Road. The Helechawa 
Road was the most important as 
it led from the railway station lo- 
cated there. Helechawa got its 
name from the daughter of the 
first chief executive of the O & 
K Railroad, W. D. Walbridge, 
Helen Chase Walbridge (Hele- 
cha-wa). The railroad was started 
in October 1899 and the first run 
was made on July 10, 1901. Uncle 
“Crock” Crocket Coldiron drove 
his two horse “hack” daily, deliv- 
ering mail and passengers from 
Helechawa. On bad winter days 
it sometimes took three hours to 
make the six miles from the sta- 
tion to Hazel Green. 

The streets were dusty in sum- 
mer and muddy in winter as were 
most small towns of the day. The 
town was supplied with natural 
gas from a well just over the Mor- 
gan County line. Homes were 
heated and lighted with gas and 
gas lights lit up the streets at 
night. At the time there were three 
churches, Christian, Methodist 
and Presbyterian. Kels Jr. was a 
member of the Hazel Green 
Academy baseball team from 
1898-1902. He graduated in the 
class of 1902. There is no record 
of Julia attending and she was 
back in Wyoming and married in 
1901.)

WHIP provides landusers an 
opportunity to improve wildlife 
habitat.

Legislators’ salaries 
will go up this year 

FRANKFORT — Kentucky 
legislators got a raise in pay Jan. 
1. 

The daily pay for the average 
legislator while the General As- 
sembly is in session or while at- 
tending interim committee meet- 
ings this year will jump from 
$175.28 to $180.54. 

In addition to their salary, leg- 
islators will receive $108.90 a day 
for expenses during a legislative 
session and $1,715.57 a month for 
expenses when not in session. 

Also, House members will get 
$250 and Senate members will 
get $500 a session for stationary. 

Legislators also are paid a 
mileage rate of 48.5 cents for one 
round trip from home each week. 

Legislative leaders will re- 
ceive even larger increases, de- 
pending on their positions.

How Long To Keep Records 



The start of the new year is a 
great time to organize records. 
Here are some important tips on 
how long and what records to 
keep. 

As you were organizing your 
receipts and records, here are 
some guidelines for what to keep 
and what to discard. Generally, 
keep records as long as you need 
them to prove a purchase or other 
activity. 

For credit card transactions, 
keep the individual receipts until 
the monthly statement arrives. 
After check them against the 
statement, they can be discarded. 
Keep the monthly credit card 
statements for seven years as 
proof of transactions and proof of 
income tax deductions. Tax re- 
turns should be kept for seven 
years also. 

Bank records, copies of can- 
celled checks and bank state- 
ments can provide proof of pay- 
ments for bills and tax claims. 
These should be kept seven years. 
The individual deposit slips, and 
ATM slips need to be kept to 
check against the monthly state- 
ment. If the statement is correct, 
the individual transaction forms 
can be tossed. 

Any items that are used for tax 
deductions, keep for seven years 
in case of audit by the IRS. IRS 
only goes back seven years for 
audits unless there is criminal ac- 
tivity or bankruptcy. For bank- 
ruptcy, records should be kept for 
10 years. 

Records that need to be kept 



while they are in force are insur- 
ance policies. Home improve- 
ment records should be kept as 
long as property is owned. 

Permanent Records 

Other records are permanent 
and should be kept indefinitely. 
Health records, payroll stubs, so- 
cial security contributions and 
retirement contributions are ex- 
amples of these records. 

Additional permanent records 
include genealogy information, 
church records for information on 
family members. 

Records to Revise Annually 

A list of credit cards with ad- 
dresses and phone numbers, and 
the contents of a safe deposit box. 

Once information has been 
sorted as to what to keep and 
what to discard, storage space 
may be freed up for other thing. 
Remember to shred discarded 
records that contain your name, 
account numbers and social se- 
curity numbers so they are not 
stolen and used for identity theft.

Licensed drivers in Morgan 
County showed their support of 
organ donation by being “above 
average” in donating an extra dol- 
lar to the Kentucky Circuit Court 
Clerks Trust for Life when renew- 
ing their driver’s licenses in 2006. 

According to the Trust For 
Life, Morgan Circuit clerk Donna 
Pelfrey’s office collected the do- 
nated $1 from 63.4 percent of 
those obtaining their driver’s li- 
cense last year. The average num- 
ber of drivers who donated $1 
when they got their new or re- 
newed license in Kentucky’s 120 
counties was 34.6 percent. 

“Donna Pelfrey and her staff 
should be very proud of their ef- 
forts in collecting the $1 dona- 
tions,” Trust Executive Berkeley 
Scott said. “And a special thank 
you should go out to all of those 
from Morgan County who do- 
nated.” 

The Trust for Life was created 
by the Kentucky Circuit Court 
Clerks Association and the state 
legislature in 1992 to collect the 
$1 at driver’s license counters to 
fund a year-round education and 
promotion effort to encourage all 
Kentuckians to be organ and tis- 
sue donors so that others might 



live. 

Currently more than 740 Ken- 
tuckians are on waiting lists for 
lifesaving organ transplants and 
many more need life-enhancing 
procedures requiring donated tis- 
sue like corneas, heart valves and 
veins. Many of these patients will 
die waiting. 

On the back of each Kentucky 
driver’s license is a place where 
drivers can sign to indicate their 
willingness to be organ and tis- 
sue donors. Licenses may be 
signed at the clerk’s offices or 
later at home. Bright orange “do- 
nor dots” are also available to be 
placed on the front of the license. 
Any Kentucky resident with a 
valid state driver’s license can 
now make their wishes to be a 
donor known by registering on 
Kentucky’s new Organ Donor 
Registry. Anyone can access the 
registry by visiting 
www.DonateLifeKY.org The reg- 
istration process is quick, easy 
and secure. The clerks and the 
trust encourage everyone to tell 
their families of their decision.

Voucher applications are avail- 
able from participating veterinar- 
ians, by calling the KSA toll-free 
at 1-888-297-9093, or by down- 
loading the application off the 
department’s website, 

www.kyagr.com. Once they are 
approved, participants will re- 
ceive a maximum of three vouch- 
ers to go toward the cost of spay- 
ing or neutering their pets. Par- 
ticipants will be responsible for a 
$10 co-pay per procedure, to be 
paid to the veterinarian. 

The KDA reported that 1,002 
pet owners and 168 veterinarians 
participated in a pilot voucher 
program in 2005. 

The voucher program is 
funded with proceeds from the 
sale of spay and neuter license 
plates. The plates are available for 
an initial fee of $25 and an an- 
nual renewal fee of $20. Vehicle 
owners can get hte spay and neu- 
ter license plate by applying at 
their county clerk’s office.

State health survey 
of Martha oil field 
residents begins 

LOUISA — State Department 
of Public Health officials have 
begun conducting the second of 
a two-part survey of residents in 
the Martha area to determine if 
there is a significant presence of 
disease linked to radiation pro- 
duced by petroleum production in 
the area by Ashland Oil Inc. 

Around 100 Martha residents 
filed lawsuits seeking compensa- 
tion for alleged health and prop- 
erty damages against Ashland 
Inc., which used to operate the 
Martha oil field in the Lawrence 
and Johnson county area. 

The first part of the study, 
which analyzed data from hospi- 
tals in the area to determine 
whether there was a significant 
presence of diseases related to 
possible radiation from the opera- 
tion of the field came out nega- 
tive. 

The second part of the survey, 
based on the results from a health 
survey that will be mailed to ap- 
proximately 1 ,025 Lawrence and 
Johnson county residents with 
land near the Martha oil field. 

The law suits were filed over 
10 years ago when Ashland Inc. 
began hauling radioactive dirt 
from the Martha field after natu- 
rally occurring radioactive mate- 
rial was discovered while the 
company was salvaging junk 
pipe.

USD A Farm Service Agency 
reserves funds each year to make 
loans to socially disadvantaged 
applicants to buy and operate 
family-size farms. A socially dis- 
advantaged farmer is one of a 
group whose members have been 
subjected to racial, ethnic, or gen- 
der prejudice because of their 
identity as members of the group 
without regard to their individual 
qualities. 

For the purposes of this pro- 
gram, socially disadvantaged 
groups have been defined as 
women, African Americans, 
American Indians, and Alaskan 
Natives, Hispanics, and Asians, 
and Pacific Islanders. 

Types of Loans 

Operating loans may be used 
for various short and intermedi- 
ate type credit needs, such as the 
purchase of livestock and equip- 
ment and annual operating ex- 
penses. 

Farm ownership loans may be 
used for the purchase and/or im- 
provement of farmland and build- 
ings. 

Who May Borrow 

Individuals, partnerships, joint 
operations, corporations, and co- 
operatives primarily and directly 
engaged in family- size farming 
operations may apply. A family- 
size operation is considered to be 
one that a family can operate and 
manage itself. 

Terms and Interest Rates 

Repayment terms for direct 
operating loans depend on the 
collateral securing the loan and 
usually run from one to seven 
years. Repayment terms on di- 
rect ownership loans are up to 40 
years. Guaranteed loan terms 
(made through commercial lend- 
ers, i.e. bank) are set by the 



lender. 

Interest Rates 

Current interest rates are: op- 
erating loans, 5.125 percent; 
farm ownership loans, 5 .250 per- 
cent; and emergency loans, 
3.750 percent. 

How to Get a Loan 

Applications for all FSA di- 
rect loan programs are made 
through the local FSA County 
office. Guaranteed loan applica- 
tions are processed by the partici- 
pating lender. For information 
on participating lenders, contact 
the local FSA County office.

On Saturday, Dec. 16, a free 
spay/neuter clinic was held at 
West Liberty Veterinary Clinic, 
with all five of Morgan County’s 
local vets participating. Drs. 
William Holbrook Edward Ward, 
David Fugate, Ralph Adams and 
Laura Scalf succeeded in 
spaying/neutering 60 dogs and 
cats between 12-3 p.m. 

The staff from both West 
Liberty Veterinary Clinic and 
Animal Care Hospital of West 
Liberty als volunteered their time 
and talents to assist the doctors 
with preparation for the surgeries 
and the actual procedures. 
Volunteers from Helping Hands 
for Animals assisted by providing 
food and drinks for everyone, 
including the humans who 
brought in dogs and cats for 
surgery. Helping Hands 
volunteers also helped in the 
recovery area, where animals 
were allowed to awaken from 
anesthesia and treated with lots 
of TLC while doing so. 

This is the first free spay/ 
neuter clinic that has been held 
in Morgan County to date, and it 
was a huge success. Everyone 
who participated donated their 
time and talent to help in the fight 
against unwanted animals in our 
area. And the veterinarians also 
administered free rabies 
vaccinations to the animals that 
were brought in to the clinic. 

As a result of the work 
performed that day alone, there 
will be significantly fewer 
animals that will bear unwanted 
babies. 

There were rumors around the 
clinic that there had been a 
challenge made by Dr. Bill 
Holbrook on which vet could 
perform the most surgeries. At the 
end of the day, Dr. Holbrook 
himself completed approximately 
23 surgeries. 

Dr. Holbrook finally admitted 
to getting “a little tired” after his 
marathon surgeries but still “hung 
in there” to assist until all were 
completed. 

Another example of the vets’ 
ultimate sacrifice was that they 
missed watching a UK basketball 
game that day and had to be 
satisfied with listening to it on the 
radio as they did their work. For 
Dr. Ed Ward ,this was the ultimate 
sacrifice. 

When you see of these 



wonderful people in our 
community, take the time to thank 
them for all they have done 
through the years to help control 
the stray and unwanted pet 
problem in this area. If it were not 
for our local vets, hundreds upon 
hundreds of animals would have 
had a safe heaven to go to when 
picked up off the highways and 
byways of our county and 
surrounding counties. Many more 
animals would have been 
euthanized or died tragic deaths 
it were not for the willingness of 
our vet clinics to provide this 
service to our county. 

Also, remember that the state 



is once again providing reduced 
spay/neuter vouchers as a result 
of the sale of the spay/neuter 
license plates in Kentucky. Watch 
your local paper or call your 
veterinary clinics for more 
information in the coming weeks. 
Spay/neuter is the only answer to 
our stray and unwanted pet 
problem. Please be a responsible 
pet owner having your animals 
spayed or neutered. They will be 
healthier and happier as a result.

SALYERSVILLE — Three 
people have been arrested in con- 
nection with the suspected mur- 
der of a Salyersville woman, 
Brandi Rowe, 28, of Salyersville, 
who has been missing since Dec.

Great strides have been made to- 
ward achieving healthy objec- 
tives of decreasing neural tube 
defects from 12 per 10,000 births 
at the beginning of the decade to 
mid decade status of neural tube 
defects of 5.3 per 10,000 births. 
This is more than a 50 percent 
reduction. Up to 70 percent of 
birth defects of the brain and spi- 
nal cord, including anencephaly 
and spina bifida, can be pre- 
vented if all women of childbear- 
ing age consume 400 meg of folic 
acid daily, beginning before preg- 
nancy. 

The Kentucky Department of 
public health and the Kentucky 
Birth Defects program join with 
the March of Dimes and the Na- 
tional Birth Defects prevention 
Network, as well as many dedi- 
cated volunteers, health care pro- 
fessionals and parent groups by 
participating in this promotion.
